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A SUBTLE REVOLUTION is quietly changing 
the celebration of first communion for many 
children in this diocese. 


More and more the Sunday Mass includes a 
joyful call to a young communicant to approach 
the altar alone with his family for his first 
reception of the sacrament. 


Less and less common is the traditional 
procession of large numbers of almost uniden- 
-tifiable children in uniform white, with veils, 
garlands and armbands. 


UNDERLYING THE change is a ;new ap- 
proach to the whole question of sacramental 
initiation and the responsibility of parents in 
the Christian education of their children. 


“Sinze parents have conferred life on their 
children, they have a most solemn obligation to 
educate their offspring,” the bishops stated at 
Vatican II.

THE DECLARATION also implies the 
obligation of the Church to help parents fulfill 
this role. In the spirit of Vatican II both the 
diocesan and northern region CCD offices have 
established parish programs to encourage 
parents to assume their teaching role. 


Many parents feel inadequate to teach religion 
to their children and cooperation between priest, 
religion teacher and parent is stressed. 


An explanation of the philosophy and an 
outline given in parent-teacher manuals, em- 
phasize the need for instruction of parents as 
part of the program. 


IN TWO OR THREE general meetings with 
religion teachers parents learn about the 
program, see films on the sacraments and other 
visual aids and discuss their own attitudes. 


Further meetings of small groups in homes are 
recommended to continue discussion and to 
absorb the lessons they will apply to their 
children. 

When they have taught their children, usually 
after seven weeks or more, parents may judge 
whether their children are ready to receive 
communion. The pastor’s approval is sought and 
a suitable day chosen.

‘Social rite’ controversy 
splits priests, people 


PARIS — In the small 
town of Outreau, France, in 
the Diocese of Arras, 
controversy over solemn 
first Holy Communion 
celebration has caused a 
major confrontation be- 


tween clergy and 
parishioners. 
The local clergy 


unilaterally decided to 
suppress the popular 
“social rite,’’ stating that it 
had come to be regarded as 
a “coming of age’’ occasion 


and no longer significant to 
the people in its full 
religious implication. 


The suppression was 
decided by a meeting of 
priests and nuns of the 
region who voted 14 to 2 in 
favor of the move. 


When the news reached 
the people of Outreau, 50 
families united to provide 
their own ceremony and 
‘imported’’ two priests to- 
officiate. 


used it has helped bring a new vitality into the 
parish,” said Joseph Remley, a Riverside CCD 
teacher. ‘‘Adults who have not been involved in 
the Church are now aware of their Christian 
commitment and many wish to do more.” 


Sr. Alice Craig of the diocesan CCD office said 
that an initial proposal to offer parishes a fully 
trained diocesan team was not pursued because 
“every parish is different and the strength of the 
program lies in its adaptability to the special 
needs and circumstances of individual 
parishes.” It comes from the people in the way 
they want it. 


Under the new system, sentimental and social 
aspects are less noticeable and attention is paid 
to bringing out the actual meaning and full 
participation in the celebration of the eucharist. 
A child who is ready to make his first com- 
munion does not have to wait until a group is 
ready. 


THE COMMUNITY aspect is provided by the 
congregation of worshippers at Mass. whose 
presence signifies acceptance of the new com- 
municant into the eucharistic community. 


That the program has been offered as a 
suggestion not an obligation, has avoided much 
of the traditional versus progressive controversy 
surrounding other liturgical changes.

WE TEND TO call them “‘songs”’ 
now, and not hymns. But their place 
in the Mass is important, and their 
meaning should fit the part of the 
Mass. 


The U.S. bishops’ Committee on 
the Liturgy has made some 
recommendations about the songs, 
mainly for the direction of organists 
and choirs, but the congregations 
who sing along will, it is hoped, join 
in the spirit. The bishops recom- 
mend: 


The entrance song: Create an 
atmosphere of celebration, putting 
the congregation in the proper 
frame of mind for hearing the word 
of God. 


Offertory song: This need not 
speak of bread and wine or of of- 
fering. The proper function is to 
accompany and celebrate the 
communal aspects of the offertory 
procession. A song of praise or 
seasonal rejoicing is quite suitable. 


Communion song; It should foster 
a sense of unity, should be simple 
and not demand too much effort. 
Most benediction hymns, because 
they concentrate on adoration 
rather than communion, are not 
acceptable. 


Seasonal hymns: It is preferable 
for these to be used at the entrance, 
offertory and communion during the 
main seasons. But topical songs 
should not conflict with the paschal 
character of every Sunday. 


The diocesan music bulletin, 
setting out these guidelines from the 
U.S. bishops, also reports that the 
Gloria in Excelsis (Glory to God) is 
now sung or said less frequently 
than before. 


The new Order of Mass restricts 
the Gloria to Sundays outside Ad- 
vent and Lent which are solemnities 
or certain feasts. This new 
limitation leaves the Gloria out of 
the Mass on ordinary feast days and 
weekdays. Full details for pastoral 
purposes may be found in the July 
bulletin.

Babies for adoption 


The story we carried last week about the Korean 
babies being dropped off to adoptive parents by Sister 
Virginia Rodee on her way back to San Diego is a 
reminder of the thousands of war-orphaned children in 
Asia who are never likely to be adopted. In Vietnam 
alone, it is estimated there are 266,000 orphans. 


A case which came to my desk recently concerned 
the efforts of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas F. Noonan of 
Escondido who have been trying, unsuccessfully, to 
adopt a Vietnamese child. Through Catholic Relief 
Services, State Senator Jack Schrade and the diocesan 
missions office, the Noonans have tried. But it seems 
the red tape is somewhat thick around such 
procedures. 


It is even suggested that one way to do it is to get 
hold of a high-ranking Vietnamese officer — in 
training in California — who could use his influ- 
ence, or get a U.S. serviceman to accept. power of 
attorney and bring one back here. It all seems to have 
a suggestion of irregularity about it, hardly worth the 
risk. 
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It is a charitable thought to consider adopting one of 
these waifs of the war, particularly when there is a 
shortage of adoptive children in the United States. It 
seems a pity, however, to have to adopt — forgive the 
pun — almost underhanded methods to accomplish it. 
If anyone knows a better way, the Noonans would be 
grateful for advice (2053 Sunset Drive, Escondido, 
92925. 


Big brother’s there 


The Supreme Court decision against wiretapping, 
except where a warrant has been obtained, surely 
reinstates a citizen’s privilege to privacy. Authority 
can always try to rationalize wiretapping or other 
investigative methods — but let the justification come 
before the event, not after. With all due respect, 
authority in government cannot always be trusted to 
be objective. 

Similar reservations are held against the new 
“privilege” granted to “authority” to examine our 
bank accounts after July 1 and take note of any 
transactions which they consider suspicious. 


1984 is not so far away. Once it was just science 
fiction. Now I’m not so sure. Will we, by then, give 
social security numbers with baptismal certificates? 
After all, you’ve got to start the dossier somewhere, so 
why not at birth? 


What is puzzling is that the agencies which are so 
concerned to protect us from totalitarianism in any 
shape or form seem to adopt the very methods of that 
system in their efforts to combat it. 


Hi there dean! 


The new list of 12 deaneries and deans throughout 
the diocese foreshadows times ahead when perhaps 
greater regionalization of ideas and programs will be 


feasible. The dean-priest, after all, is the local 


representative of the authority of the bishop. 

Years ago a dean was a military officer with 
authority over 10 soldiers. The word was first used in 
the Church by St. Benedict to denote a monk placed 
over 10 other monks. 

Today the dean in diocesan pastoral work means 
another link between bishop and priests and between 
bishop and people. It’s also another link in the 
collegiality — sharing responsibilities — in the Church 
today among all the people of God. 

It’s topical to report that two priests in the North- 
ampton diocese of England have suggested that 
deans should be made bishops. “There are ... men 
who have been appointed dean by the bishops... al- 
ready acting as ‘father’ of the local eucharistic 
Church. They could so easily with Rome’s approval, 
be given episcopal orders and become what they 
already are in fact...” Thus runs the priests’ state- 
ment. 


Who will know Christians? 


What a disgraceful exhibition it was all around — 
that recent “peace Mass” in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
New York. Father Daniel Berrigan was piqued be- 
cause he wasn’t the homilist, so refused to concele- 
brate. Msgr. James Rigney, cathedral administrator, 
was piqued because the Berrigan homily was some- 
thing he didn’t want.

Catholics and politics 


You would have to be living on another planet not 
to know that the American political scene will 
erupt soon into its quadrennial circus. The 
world looks with astonishment at this spec- 
tacle of democratic republicanism in action. 


What political ‘‘clout’’ — to use the modern term 
— does the Catholic vote have? Where do the 
nation’s 48 million Catholics stand on issues? 
How do they make their views felt? 


We may well consider these questions and, if we 
are lucky, we will find some answers. But it is 
difficult. If we are truly honest we will have to 
admit that the Catholic clout is like a bishop’s 
pat on the cheek as we are confirmed — more 
symbolic than real. 


Catholics are a powerful voting block, and 
politicians pay lip-service to the Catholic view. 
But there it stops. Legislation throughout the 
federal and state legislatures shows that the 
moral view which should prevail is often 
ignored. 


Politicians listen more to the clamor of self- 
interest than to the voice of moral truth. The 
blame lies with us. Our beliefs lack the in- 
testinal fortitude that should go with them. 


We do not meet the challenge of our faith.

“In the beginning was the Word; the Word was with God 
and the Word was God . . .

We have all had our share of crippling anxiety born of 
self-doubt and futility. Consequently, through the mercy of 
God, the Word was made flesh “full of grace and truth,” 
(John 1:14) who is himself “the truth,” (John 14:6) and he 
has promised us: “If you make my word your home you will 
indeed be my disciples, you will learn the truth and the truth 
will make you free’’(John 8:31+)— free to be ourselves, at 
the very least. :

AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking...about what Father Andrew 
Greeley calls a serious: gap in the 
knowledge of the “crisis,” in the 
priesthood. No one, he says, knows 
what the laity think. 


In a letter to America magazine, he 
says ‘“‘no one has bothered to ask the 
rank and file laity what they think, and 
no one seems to care what they think. 


‘“‘The ‘laity’ then, become an ink blot 
into which everyone...can project his 
own opinions...all can claim that the 
‘laity’ support their position.” 


AS A MEMBER of the rank and file I 
must admit that the image of myself as 
an ink blot had not previously occurred 
to me. I feel flattered that Father 
Greeley feels that consultation with me 
on matters of moment in the Church 
would be valuable. 


However, asking the “‘laity’”’ for their 
opinion is not without hazards. To begin 
with, the laity really do have opinions. 
The ‘problem is to persuade them to 
utter them within earshot of their 
priests, and to direct their attention to 
those matters fundamental to faith and 
morals. 


Priests, particularly pastors, often 
conclude that their people are 
apathetic because few offer a contrary 
opinion to his, or if they do, will not 
pursue it. 


WHAT HE CANNOT know is that the 
moment he leaves the room, his 
reticent flock displays a vehemence 
and variety of argument 
viewpoints that would astonish him. 


But we are, in the main, chary of 
theological or ecclesiastical problems. 
No lay person objects to expressing 
himself on such vital matters as guitar 
Masses, animals in church, headgear 
for women or the kiss of peace. 


Almost any other subject will arouse 
a vocal minority of extreme opposites

We, the laity, are not trained to think 
on ecclesical matters. Father Greeley 
would like to know what the laity thinks 
about priests and their responsibilities 
and functions towards the people. 


You cannot, he says, study the clergy 
without studying the laity. ‘‘As long as 
the laity continues to pay the bills for 
the books intellectuals write, for the 
newspapers editors produce, for the 
administrative playthings of the 
hierarchy and the salaries of the 
clergy, no one gives a hoot what they 
might expect from their priests,’’ he 
says.

Broadly, we want priests to tell us 
what is right and wrong; to console us 
when we have sinned; to reassure us 
that we will not go to a hell we are 
trying not to believe in, to exhort us to 
ideals of Christian life we expect them 
to reach but are too realistic to apply to 
ourselves. 


We want them available whenever 
we need them and wherever we. need 
them. Apart from that, we want the 
priest to know who he is and let us know 
too. 


DON’T ASK US what we want you to 
be, Father. Look into your soul and find 
what you MUST be to be true to 
yourself and your vocation, and be 
that. 


We have the same problem. You may 
have told us repeatedly what you ex- 
pect us to be, but I’m afraid we never 
did take it seriously enough. So we have 
our own responsibility to look into our 
souls and find what we must be to be 
true to ourselves and our own vocation. 


What we both need is to learn to love 
and care in the manner of Christ. When 
we both WANT that of ourselves, as 
well as each other, at what they call 

“gut-level,’’ then our Church will really 
be one in spirit and in truth.

in church. Now we 
have everything from 
drums to flutes. When 
was this changed and 
what is now allowed? 


The Church has always 
manifested a concern about 
music because, as Pius XII 
put it so well: ‘‘The dignity 

~ and lofty purpose of sacred 
music consist in the fact that 
its lovely melodies and 
splendor beautify and em- 
bellish the voices of the 

wt who offers Mass and of 
“ane Christian people who 
praise the sovereign God. 


“Its special power and ex- 
cellence should lift up to God 


are present. It should make 
the liturgical prayers of the 
Christian community more 
alive and fervent so that 
everyone can praise and 
beseech the Triune God 
more powerfully, more in- 
tently and more effectively.”’ 


The Pope also added (and 
this back in 1955): ‘‘Besides 
the organ, other instruments 
can be called upon to give 
great help in attaining the 
lofty purpose of sacred 
music,”’ a directive which 
should be noted by. people 
who think that all of the 
“terrible’’ changes in the 
Church were a product of the 
Second Vatican Council. 


The Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy elaborated: 


pipe organ is to be held in 
high esteem, for it is the 
traditional musical in- 
strument which adds a 
wonderful splendor to the 
Church’s ceremonies and 
powerfully lifts up man’s 
mind to God and to high 
things. 


“But other instruments 
also may be admitted for use 
in divine worship — only on 
condition that the _ in- 
struments are suitable, or 
can be made suitable, for 
sacred use...’”’ (Art. 120) 


As a pipe organist, I love 
the pipe organ — but I would 
rather hear a musician play 
a guitar well than an organ 
poorly. 


organ has come of age and 
its tone can hardly be 
distinguished from that of a 
pipe organ; moreover, the 
maintenance of these organs 
is much less expensive and it 
requires less room than a 
pipe organ. 

Regarding the use of other 
instruments, the Diocesan 
Music Commission has 
explained in its booklet, 
“Guidelines for Wedding 
Music,” that ‘‘by its nature, 
music is neither sacred nor 
secular, just as there is no 
such thing as sacred or 
secular mathematics. 


“What gives music a 
‘label’ is the psychological 
process known as_ con- 
notation. This’ means that 


and go. 


‘When you choose your 
wedding music, therefore, 
you should ask yourselves: 


“Will this particular 
composition and instruments 
express to everyone the 
meaning of this religious 
event? Or will it cause a 
‘communication gap’ 
because people associate it 
with some other place or 
meaning?” 


What it all boils down to is 
what the Popes have been 
saying for centuries: any 
musical instrument and any 
musical style is suitable for 
worship provided that it 
raises our minds and hearts 


to God. 


The one caution I would 
submit is this: A particular 
musical form or style should 
never be forced upon people. 
It is just as much their 
worship as it is of the 
celebrant and musicians. 


In any parish, the people 
should be consulted as to 
their preference concerning 
how many hymns are to be 
sung at Mass, how many 
“choir” or ‘folk’ 
there should be each Sunday, 
and so on. 


This is very easily done by 
simply having a hand vote 
before or after Mass on a 
given Sunday.

Brother Oswald learned to 
play ‘piano at-age 4 and by 
the time he was 17 had 
played his first concert. He 
was reared in -Rio de 
Janeiro, where his , father 
was in the diplomatic ser- 
vice, and he still retained his 


Brazilian citizenship. 


HE WAS VERY popular at 
Georgetown Prep and the 
school yearbook in 1943 and 
1965 was dedicated to him. 
Besides music, he taught 
French and art, served as 
sacristan and directed the 
choir. 

Over the years, he gave 
many recitals for students 


and parents at many Jesuit 
colleges and high schools in 
the East. 


He was a longtime friend 
of Howard Mitchell, past 
conductor of the National 
Symphony, and a close 
friend of pianist Arthur 
Rubenstein and Mrs. Eunice 
Kennedy Shriver, sister of 
the late President Kennedy. 


Swiss upper house 


lifts 1848 Jesuit ban 


BERNE (RNS) — The 
Council of States (upper 
house) of the Swiss 


Parliament has approved a 
government-sponsored bill 
to lift a 124-year-old ban on 
the Jesuit order in Swit- 
zerland. 


By a vote of 37 to 0, the 


council agreed to abolish two- 


articles of the 1848 con- 
stitution which ‘interdict the 
Society of Jesus and ban the 
founding of Catholic con- 
vents and monasteries. 


THE BILL WILL. be 
debated by the Chamber of 
Deputies in September and 
then submitted to popular 
vote. 

The interdictions were 
written into the constitution, 
following an insurrection of 
Catholic cantons in Swit- 


zerland’s brief secessionist 
war. : 


The provisions were even 
more sharply drawn in 1874 
as a reaction to the part the 
Jesuits were then popularly 
supposed to have played in 
provoking the 1847 in- 
surrection. 


A BOOK-LENGTH inquiry 
by Protestant historian 
Werner Kage, commissioned 
by the Swiss government to 
review the Jesuit issue, casts 
serious doubts on the 
“‘Jesuit-involvement thesis.”’ 

The 1848 ban specifically 
forbids the Society of Jesus 
from land ownership, 
preaching and officiating in 
churches. Actually, 
however, Swiss authorities 
have been tolerant in ap- 
plying the regulations.

Crusading editor dies; wrote 
reflections on his last days 


NEW ORLEANS (RNS) — 
Millard F. Everett, a 
crusading Catholic editor 
who fought, for the rights of 
workers and minorities in 
the 1950s, died here of ter- 
minal cancer at the age of 69. 


A month before his death, 
he wrote a column of 


reflections on his impending 
fate that was printed in 
many Catholic newspapers, 
reprinted from his 
newspaper, the Clarion 
Herald of New Orleans. 


“T have never been afraid 
of the thought of dying or of 
death, but I have been 
fearful lest I fail to do what is 
asked of me by God,’ he 
wrote. 


“NOW I HAVE the feeling 
that there is another work 
waiting for me. It is as if I 
were a seed germinating in 
this shell of sickness to come 
into a new life. 


“If I have been partially 
prepared for this work 
already, why should I want 
to retrace my steps? 


“And I am sure that this 
new life will be of far greater 
significance in happiness 
than anything I can dream of 
now.”’ 


DURING HIS 40 years in 
journalism, Everett won 
numerous awards and 
honors, most recently having 
been named as a finalist in 
the 1972 St. Francis de Sales 
Award competition of the 
Catholic Press Association. 


A funeral Mass was 
concelebrated by Archbish-. 
op Philip M. Hannan 
of New Orleans, Father 
Elmo Romagosa, executive 
editor of the Clarion Herald, 
and Father John P.
